TO investio^ate truth, and expose falsehood, to paint the 
charms of one, and the defo^Mp^ of the other, make euch 
man pleased with his situation, and rejoice at the happiness of 
his friend, will ever be truly meritorious, and receive univer- 
sal applause. Truth is often perverted in onr hij^hest tribu- 
nalsy as well as by the way ; and even witnesses, who ought 
to be as immaculate as the lot of humanity will admit, are 
often clothed with infamy. Thousands have lost their liveif 
characters and property* as Naboth was deprived of his vine, 
yard by false witnesses. Some men, when they can discover a 
spot in a person's character, will spread it like a Leprosy over 
his whole body. 

** To err is hmnan — to forgive, divine." 

The God of Nature does most truly scan, 
The DM>tive8, not the actions of a man. 

The above observations have resulted from the strong ex* 
cltement which has taken place in this city, from the late trial, 
the C6ifM0irwEAi.TH vs. JosffFB T. BucKiNuHAM — a trial, we 
boald say, of secondary consequence — atrial, which should 
not have operated against any one, has been made the tramp* 
et to sound the alarm— -endeavoring to consign Mr. MAFrrr 
^ to the tomb of the Capulets.'' Many of the assertions which 
have been made ought to ha||||.been burred in the grave of 
oblivion, and been blotted from the records of the county. 
No blame can attach to Mr. Buckingham for making his de- 
fence — it was a duty he owed to his wife and children, neith- 
er does Mr. Maffit say ought against him ; and be writer of 
^his, rejoices he was acquitted. Thus much must be said in 
favor of Mr. Maffit— that he had no agency in the coni^aiot-* 
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it was done by some zealous partizan, wbo might have 
wished to aid him, or i jure Mr. Buckingham. It is very 
astonishing, that a man losing his cause, should be hunted 
down like a wild beast of the forest. 

Mr. MiFFiT came to this country with a fair, uncontaminated 
reputation, in the year IS^takHe came to a quarter of the 
.Globe which has ever been t^Kssylum of the wretched, per- 
secuted, and distressed. Mr. M.*^iT has been in holy orders 
for more than three years, ted visited the first <:ities, villages 
& hamlets in the United States, where he has been considered 
an eloquent advocate of ^opd morals and religion — he has long 
resided in this city, which eyer has been distinguished for cor- 
i:ect principles, diffusive liberality^ and the most generous feel- 
ings of the soul. Will this qity^ thus renowned, giv^ a man. up 
to be buffeted) and endure the " pelting of the- pitiless storm,' 
without aid or protection ? It cannot^ will not^ mt^tnpt be i 

It is true he is an Irishman — a nation that can boast of as 
many great men, as any part of Europe. They can enroll a 
Castlereagh, a WKLLiMOToif, H GfiAtTAif« a CmiiiAi^^iand many 
other St atesmen and Orators, IB 4heir ti^tepliftHrff lime. Should 
be not, as a foreigner, be received with cordiality and respect? 
Let any one answer who is without fault, and ^^let him throw 
thf firnt stone'^ who has a right to judge of tl^^ pripciples and 
notives of Mr. Maffit.'' Our Savio.ur says, ^' Jiid^e not, lest 
^ou^be judgjed"— " God knoweth the hearL" Should it be 
asked to the opposers of Mr. Majffit if their breasts had a 
window, if some spots and blenushfiji might not be discovered } 
«^ Who liveth and sinneth opt.'' . 

We have received with distinction many of the bloody ad- 
herents of the merciless Bonaparte, and yet wisk to destroy 
th^ man who preaches the doctrine of the Prince of Peace.

Whoever attended ijti\f 
trial must have been pleased with the manly, anrl una- 
dorned manner in which Mr. Maffit gave ** a plain, unvar- 
nished tale of his whole courseP^ There was no hesitaiiooy 
no equivocation in his testimony-^it carried conviction to the 
mind — truth, and justice was. discoverable in every line ; and 
the friends of Mr. Buckinoham must have trembled for the re- 
sult. Th^ scene was suddenly changed, and the colouring aU 
tered by the testimony of Alexahder Jokes* Jr. The ques- 
tion will naturally arise — who is this Mr. Jones ^ He is from 
Providence,has been in^holy orders as an Episcopalian Clergy- 
man about three months. This man was once the bosom, confi- 
dential friend of Mr. M jiffit. Did be come to this city to aid hki 
old friend Maffit^ br to ruin him ? Facts are stubborn, and 
will speak for themselves. Jpnes lived in the State of Rhode. 
Inland, beyond the .reach of process of the Municipal Court— « 
iea criminal cause Jones^ deposition could not have been tak- 
en. He must have come, either for gain, or from worse roo- 
tlvies; and altW he may not be now amenabfle, if he has done 
wrong, he will be answerable '^ in another and a better world. ^^ 
Some part of JoNEsMestimony, the writer thinks was irrele* 
Vaat to the cause in which he was sworn — such as ^' Mr. MaF' 
FIT having been a Tailor,'' bis *• preaching Mr. Walker's 
Sermon," were either of them a crime ? The celebrated 
Dean Swift once observed — '* That most sermons would be 
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better if the young clergyman borrowed more." In some 
part of Jones' testimony, he has been grossly mistaken — *^ that 
Mr. Maffit communicated his disbelief in Christianity." Mr. 
Maffit must have been an idiot to have made such a state- 
ment^t would be digging a pit for himself— it would be like 
a man, prnnning a tree, and cutting off the limb on which he 
stood. His living, and the support of his wife and children, 
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depended on a different declaration. We only say Mr. Jones 
was mistaken ! we do not mean to say any thing against Mr. 
J0NB8-— Ar ^' Brntas was an honorable man/' Evidence is 
tkat which convinces the mind. This statement is contradict- 
ed by Mr. Mafeit — ^why should he be doubted, and Jones cred- 
ited ?

Jndge Martin states that he neyer knew any thing against 
him. He also states, Mr Maffit <' preached often — was much 
engaged, and was impressive and solemn in his devotion?.^' 
Mrs. Merritt, swears that Jones. Jr. told her *^ that he huw 
nothing against Mr. Maffit, except by report.'^ How do these 
witnesses most clearly prove the mistakes of Joncs, Jr. and 
should strengthen the hands and exertions of Mr. Maffit^8 
friends. There is one witness against a cloud of witnesses in 
Maffit's favor. Is a man who loses bis cause by one witnesSf 
to be hunted from society, deprived of his support ? it 
never will be suffered by the citizens of our common country.

Judge QcraNci's charge was such as ever ought to come 
from the altar of justice.

Search scripture—- examine the records of our own country, 
and you will not find one solitary instance where an individ- 
ual has been used with the contumely, abuse, and disrespect, 
on the testimony of a single witness, as Mr. M affit. Let it 
be asked the intelligent and discreet, to eiamioe impartially 
what are the crimes alledged against him. It was said Mr. 
Maffit was a Tailor. Is Ibis a crime? O no, have not many of 
the first characcers in our favoured country, arose from obscure 
families and small beginnings ?

It is said he ^nce played cards ten 
Minutes — is this a very crying sin ? it cannot be — it is as 
harmless to use painted paper for amusement, as to make 
marks m the saod. He has also been accused for carrying 
down part of a dance— tell me whocan, what crime could at- 
tach to this ? the man who can« must be a severe puritan. 
Hat he been accused of preaching false doctrine ? No^ never — 
intemperance, adultery, or profanity i Never. Let Mr. 
Mafftt be examined in every point of view, he must^ and will 
be fovnd guiltless as it respects the libel triaL He has al- 
ready svffered much, and his family, it is apprehendedy will 
faava to svffer more from poverty in a New-England winter 
If he shoald be fersakeo by his friends, it will be the bitterest 
cup he will hava to drink. . This made the suffering Nazar- 
eeot cry out with all the weakness of a cradled infant — <* Oh i 
my Father, wl^ hast tkou fonaken me t^* 
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Slander, in oiir coantry, 19 one of the most prevalent vices. 
This is *' the destruction that walketh in darkness" — this is- 
" the pestilence that wasteth at noon day." The most distin-^ 
gaished of our Patriots and Statesolen have not heen exempt- 
ed fiom the poisonous and Assp-l ike tongue of the slatfderer, 
The GREAT WASHINGTON, during the Revolution,, and 
afterwards, was villified, and attempted to be stung, by these 
reptiles of slanderers ! The venerable ADAMS, was called an 
*' hoary headed traitor — A man of the first water as a Patriot; 
and if any advantage has resulted ,to us as a Nation, from ouc 
emancipation from Great Britain, will ever receive the grati- 
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tude and praise of the present and future generations. What 
has been said of Governor UANcoiiK. Governor Gerry, Gov- 
ernor Sullivan, and many other distinguished citizens ? More 
than can be, or ought to be narrated. If the above statement 
is true, why should Mr. Maffit complain ?

Neither age, «eK, or situation, are free jfrom the ma- 
lidious insinuatiniis 0£ t ^ back-biter" — from the d^Mly and^ 
destructive efilkrtss which are ever produced by an** Inventor 
of ev»il things." •■ Such a man is more detestabte tfiaii a rtibber, 
equally to be avoided as the mid-night assasilitf. iThese Ao- 
buslness busy-boditti fi^iid hke, in ittftatioii of their Arch-fel - 
low travelh r, rove from Tplace to plad^V/rdA fcouse to house, 
with the poisons of Asps under their tongues, seeking what 
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iinfortanate man or woman's character Ihey can destroy I 
' They glut themselves with the ruin ofoihers even to luxury i 
and revel like Cannibals on iheir own species ! Who would 
envy the feelings of such a man ? Can he with confidence 
raise his eyes to th^ Father of Benevolonde an(i Mercy, nnd 
b.iy. have mercy on me, ag I h?ive had orf others ? Can he say,' 
1 have done to others, as I would have others do to me? Caa 
bis bed at night be a bed of ease, when he reflects, that on the^ 
{>receding day, he has endeavored to ruin and destroy ? Will 
be not) like a man tortured with a guilty conscience, turn from 
dide to side, seeking rest and finding none ? Can he eat bit 
bread in peace ? Can he drink bis wine with cheerfulnessy 
when he reflects, that many men, better than himself, have^ 
by his malicious arts, been deprived of those favors which he 
DOW enjoys ? Think then, slanderer, whoever thou art» what 
answer thou can give for thy injury towards others ? We are 
commanded to love one ariother.^' There is nbtiinj precept 
more forcibly inculcated in the sacred volume of trutb, than 
good fellowship, social feeling, friendly intercourse, and lovef 
towards each othex^. We should reflect, iTs Christians, 
and ^ndeavoai' to cultivate good and sound principles, and tor 
approach as near as possible to the inimitable character of thcT 
Almighty, who is emphatically styled thefGod of Love. 

We ibink Mr. MAVFrr's condact the opposite to any thing 
like hypocrisy or imposture, in any shape.

served and demure behaviour, never betrayed into moments 
of softness lest he might destroy that very foundation, on which 
he wishes to raise his fame, attract applause, and give an un- 
fail: specimen of his character to the world.

its auspices, travels abroad through a region where he is close- 
ly watched and scrutinized — his words marked, and his actions 
acann'd — returns to New-York, preaches to crowded housei

and strange to relate, (that is if he be an impostor)he is in- 
vited to reside in the family of Mr Walter PcnBi«p&, one of the 
partners in the respectable House where he had been em* 
ployed. 

After this we find him again in Connecticut, pursuing his 
undeviating course with astonishing success. Ask the citizens 
of our sister State to give in their testimony of his general de-^ 
portment — of his unwearied, and almost continual exertion in 
the cause in which he had engaged. "^ 

Does he shun our cities, towns, and villages, no matter how 
extensive or varied their population, their prejudices, orthie^ 
feelings ? Has he ever been known to strike at the root 6f cit*

Allow us to ask our highly 
respected citizens, are such things to weigh lightly with them, 
^specliog the cliaracter given us of this stranger? How 
fDQSt we account for such opposite principles Actuating the 
same being — the one Christianity, the other io6deltty — Tbe 
first operating in an apparently well directed influence over 
^ public exerciser, and that in a powerful effective manner 
— the last diacernable only in this one iaslaace. We repeat it 
— this solitary instance, yet producing no direct effect — mak- 
ing no converts to its vile system. Men may talk, and scan- 
idaland writers of scandal may scatter their firebrand abroq^d 
«muog the publick, bat the pavilion of God will shield the 
innocent, aid their infuriated rage will only waste itself in 
beating the air. If be is an Impostor, we would consider him 
aecond to none, bnt Fandemonians Chief— for from the time 
Hr.

strong feeling in Massachusetts — never was ^ time when more 
could be said in exemplification of the Qld adage — ^* behold 
how large a fire a little spark kindle th." If Mr. Maffit is a 
deceiver in sheep^s clothing, let him be stripped and turned 
out into the world's wide waste, and may he have no protec- 
tor except the Almighty — no covering except the Heavens. — 
It should be recollected that the best and fairest fruit on a 
tree in an prchard is the most likely to be shaken and stoned. 
If Mr. Maffit is the man held up to public view, he does not 
even merit opposition — let him alone and he will wither and 
die of himself. Opposition often makes a man of consequence, 
which if left alone would be of ephemerean growth. Has 
there ever been a man of popular talents, in Church or State 
who has not been abused and slandered ?
